THE ANTI-POVERTY PEOPLE, 


Who Wear Black Coats, and Live Off the 
Collections, 

New York, June 5.—A stormy session of the 
central labor union was held today. John 
McMuackin made an addross denouncing 
O’Brien for his action in refusing to attend the 
mass meeting last night. McMackin declared 
that he did not seek the chairmanship; that 
he had done and would do nothing to disgrace 
the confidence reposed in him by the labor 
party. He would not lower the fleg either at 
the command of ecclesiastical power or cor- 
rupt politicians. If Catholics were to be con- 
trolled by a foreign power, it would bea good 
cauee for the sneer that they were not ci‘iz ms, 
He continued: “We have no war to 
make against the church, bunt we 
have a struggle to carry on against that power 
in the church which would prop up a system 
of ecciety that degenerates manhood to a con- 
dition of poverty and dependence. It hasbeen 
said that thé better class of society do not in- 
corse McGlynn, but the name better class is 
nota parsport to heaven. Rich mon of all 
classes are always ready to unite with the ec- 
clesigstical power to condemn thoss whom 
they dare not meet face to face. Our war is 
not with religion or nations, but with corrapt 
wealth and power.” Resolutions were adopied 
denc uncing O’Brien for his action. 

‘The following is from an intorview with 
O’Brien today: 

“I was astonished to see it stated from the 
platform at Union Square, that I had scored 
out a resolution that referred to Dr. 
McGlynn. As a matter of fact, no sach reso- 
lution was ever submitted tome The resola- 
tions submitted to me by the committee co 
tained no allusions, direct, or indirect, to Dr. 
McGlynn’s case. The resolution read from the 
stand was never in any Wanner communicated 
tome. The only reference to Dr. McGlynn, 
throughonat the whole course of the communi- 
cation between the committee and myself, was 
the statement that Dr McGlynn 
was to be present on this occasion, and 
speak, and I need not say to that arrangement 
I hed not the smallest objection. have, 
theref.re, now to complain both that this reso- 
lution was kept from my cognizance, and that 
the pecple should have been put under an ut- 
terly falso impression that I had seen and 
erased it, As tothe insulting suggestion that 
I was captured by Tammany ha!! or other 
American politicians, I can oxly say that if 
any American politicians had been guilty of 
the remotest attempt to influence my judg: 
ment in the direction of serving American 
party interests, I should have known how to 
recentit. I should have resis:ed any attempt 
to compromise our cause in the interest of any 
other political section in America, at least as 
warmly as I felt obliged to resist the attempt 
to identify us with the particular organization 
by which the labor parade was conducted.” 

Nearly 4 000 people aitended the meeting of 
the anti-poverty society in the academy of 
music this evening. Many were turnel away 
from the doors. Louis F. Post presided. Dvr. 
McGlynn was the principal speaker. During 
4 course of his remarks Dr. McGlynn 
suid: 

It was @ great mistake for the advisers o 
O'Brien to keep him from appearing on the 
platform with Mr. McMackin. Mr. O’Brien 
pr bably did not know who John McMackin 
was, but he knows today. Because John Mc- 
Mackin believes in free spsech he appeared af 
Cooper union with Mr. Tynan. He may not 
have been acquainted with the deed with 
which Tynan is said to bave been connected. 
I know nothing about it, antl I don’t care. 
About the resolutions all the pre:s today have 
fallen into error They have mixed 
me up with the resolutions. I was notin the 
original resolution about coercion, which 
O’Brien blue penciled. What O’Brien ought 
to be ashamed of was the penciling of the reso- 
lution that the land belongs to the people. 
Mr, O’Brien is a landlord at heart himself. It 
is only a question of small percentage bet ween 
O’Brien and Lord# Lansdowne. That resolu: 
tion about coercion, about Italy, a.d other 
countries, got in part through O’Brien hin- 
self. When our friezrds discover.d that 
they could do nothing with O’Brien, they de- 
termined to go on and give him a dose of co- 
¢rcion abcut Italy. They said they 
were going to send their own grosting to Ire- 
land and not what O’Brien thought.” 

John McMackin mado a speech in which he 
said he had only contempt for a man who 
would goad men to acts of violence. 


A CLOUD OF WATER 


Bursts Over an Ohio Town—The Streets 
Flooded. 

CLEVELAND, O, Jane 5.—At Oberlin this 
sfternoon, during a thunder storm, much dam- 
age was done by acloud-bnrst or waterspout. 
When the storm was at its height an immense 
volume of water came down suddenly, swell- 
ing to a raging torrent the little creek which 
flows through the town. The stream rose sev- 
eral feet within afew minutes, flooding the 
etreets, filling cellars and in many cases driv- 
ing persons to the upper stories of their 
dwellings. One house was floated from its 
foundations, and havoe was played by the 
water in the lumber yards. Three handred 
feet of the Lake Shore railroad track was 
washed away, and one passenger train was 
stopped. The flood subsided alwost as quickly 
asitcame. It is impos:ible to tell now the 
exact amount of damage.

A YOUNGGIRL FALLS THROUGH A 
TRAP DOOR. 


Eer 8xkuil Fractured—Taeken to the Hospital, Whore 
She Lirgers in Great Agony Until Mer 
Death-Zne Sad Ending of an Even- 
ing Sccial Party in Nasavilie. 


NAsnviLyE, Tenn , June 5 —[Special.] —Rosa 
Weinberger died at the hospital of the Good 
Shepherd, from the effects of a fall received 
Fiiday evening. She, Moilie and Ellen San- 
field and their escorts, Leopold and Bertie 
Neuveirch, went to visit the wives of William 
Grors and Joseph Leightman, proprietors of a 
fruit store on Union street. At the foot of the 
stairway leading from the store to the sleeping 
gpaitments, and jast inside the d dor, is a trap 
door to the cellar. After the visitors went up 
staizs this trap door was opened by the clork, 
Mr. Leightman lit a candle and descended to 
the cellar to see how the fruit was. He had 
just reached the floor when he heard thesound 
of voices above him, and some one in the store 
exclaim: 

“Watch out for the trap door!” 

He wheeled, andas he did so a body feil. 
Rosa Weinberger had fallen into the death- 
trap. She and her companions had come down 
stairs. Asthe party reached tho doorway of 
the store, Mr. Cunio shouted to them to watch 
out for the trap door, but the ill-fated girl 
walked straight to death. She never spoke af- 
ter her fall.

AT HIS OWN TOOMBSTONE 


An Eccentric Old Man’s Performances in 
New York, 

New York, June 5.—[Special].—The 
unique spectacle of an old man appearing as 
chief mourner at the dedication of a monument 
over bis own grave, drew together many curi- 
ous people at a secluded spot in Cypress Hills 
cemetery tcday. Therea small obelisk of Quincy 
grenite had been erected, surmounted by] a 
miniature bronze copy of the Bartholdi statue 
of liberty two feet high. The hoight of the 
monument over all is sixteen feet. On the 
four polished sides of the granite shaft are 
scme singular and incoherent inscriptions. 
On the front are the words, 
“Lewis Masquerier Lus Maskwereor, born 
March 14, 1802, decest ” Here a blank 
space is leftin which the date of Mr. Mas- 
guerier’s death is to be ultimately inscribed. 
Beneath this are the following inscriptions in 
regard to his wife and her sister, whose bodies 
sre buried at the base of themonument ina 
grave parallel to that.in which Mr. Masquerier 
proposes to be buried: 

“Anna Tabor Masquerier, born February 11, 
1795; died September 14, 1873.” 

‘‘Patience P. Tabor, born March 17, 1801; 
died August 17, 1886,”

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A REMARKABLE CASE. 


An Gilg Man Succeeds in Establishing His 
Sanity. : | 


N ILLE, Tenn., June 5.—[Special,]— 
YesteMay, one of the longest and most re- 
le trials ever in the courts of David- 
son CcOUnty was concluded, after twenty-oue 
days’ Work. It was the case of Samuel P. 
Ament; one of the pioneers of the state, and 
one of the most n citizens of the county, 
Low and infirm, who was undergoing an 
eXa n to sot aside a verdict of insanity 
sendered. Thisis the first case of this sort 
the state has known. Not till the last term of 
the legislature was the bill allowing a person 
cnce insanciand placed under a guar- 
Gian, to demand a retrial. 

The children of the old man fought the case 
bitterly and brought forward much evidence 
to prove their father insane. On the other 
hand the colonel and his wife madea great 
effort, His present wife was a Mrs. Howard 
before her marriage to him. She was on 4 
visit here from her home in Louisville when 


she. fost him anda runaway marriage fol- 


lewed..eAment is eighty-four and his wife 
fifty -nite. 


During the trislan attempt was mate to 


show that she entrapped the old man, and that 
her object was money. This was promptly and 
decidedly met by the introduction, asa wit- 
ness, Of a prominent lady from Louisville, Mrs. 
Jones, mother-in-law of M. H. Smith, late 

resident and now first vice president of the 

ouisville and Nashville railroad. She testi- 
fied to the high character of Mrs, Ament, who 
she bad known since childhood. As the last 
witnessin the case Mr. Ament was pnton the 
witness stand for the second time during the 
trial, and for hours was put through a rigid ex- 
amination by Governor Marks, the counsel for 
the chiidren. The old gentleman said he mar- 
ried bécause he was lonely. His children did 
not treat bim as a father, and he felt the need 
of some one to care for him.

iness of this court, and to have any hung jury. Of 
course I do not insinuate that you gent'emen are 
professional jurors, Far from that. I would suffer 
myself to be led like alamb toone of Sam Jones’s 
prohibition meetings, ereI would cast such a re- 
proach upon your good names, For indeed, Icon- 
gratulate myself upon securing the servicesof 12 
such youvg men to sit in judgment upon this case. 
You are just budding into young manhood, and I 
can safely say that you gentlemeniare the pride and 


hope of our country. Ere many moons, shall come - 


and gO, we older men _ shall be no more. 
Our tasksin this world shall have been finished. 
We shall pass over the river and rest under 
the shade of the trees’’—then will the rich legacy 
be bequathed you of filling our places at free lunch 
counters, running for office and tryingcrazy cases. 
Now, gentlemen, having thus enlightened you in 
so full and lucid a manner, in reference to the case 
at issue, to attempt further would be but a mocker 
of words. However, you may console yourse 
with the fact that lam keenly sensible of the del- 
icate duty that has been thrust upon you. For 
when a large number of witnesses come forward 
and swear to certain facts, is apt to confuse your 
minds to such an extent taat you will not have 
the capacity sufficient for the taking care of your- 
selyes, and your vast estates. So, in conclusion, 
gentlemen, I will transmit this case into your 
hanés for final judgment, confident that justice 
will be given to whom justiceis due. Thauking 
you from the depths of my heart for the many 
courtesies shown me in this trial, I shall patiently 
await your verdict, after which may the Lord 
have mercy upon your immortal souls.

TALMAGE’S SERMON 


PREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK- 
LYN TABERNACLE. 


Bev. Dr. Talmage Preaches an Eloquent Discs uts9 
On the subject: “fhe Tempest,” Suggested By 
Christ Stilling the Tem pest— The Impor- 
tance of Having Christ With Us. 


BRooKLyYN, June 5 (Special. ]—The Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, D.D., preached in tae tab- 
ernacle this moi ning, a cermon entitled: “The 
Tempest,” Service began with the exposition 
of appropriate passeges of scripture, after 
which the great congregation sang the hymna: 

‘‘Heaven is my fatherland, 

Heaven is my home.’’ 
The text was Mark 4: 36-39, describing Christ 
stilling the tempest. H0> said: 

Tiberias, Galilee, Gennesaret—three names 
for the same lake. No other gem ever had so 
beautiful a setting. It layinascene of greaj 
luxuriance: the surrounding hills, high ter- 
raced, sloped, groved, so many hanging gardens 
of beauty, the waters rambling down between 
rccks of gray and red limestone, flashirg from 
the hills and bounding into the sea. Ona the 
shore were castles, armed towers, Roman baths, 
everything attractive and beautiful; all styles 
of vegetation in shorter space than in almost 
any other space in all the world, from the 
pslm-tree of the forest to the trees of rigorous 


climate. 

It seemed asif the Lord had launched one 
wave of beanty on all the scene, and it hung 
and swung from rock and hill and oleander. 
Roman gentlemen in pleasure boats sailing the 
Iske, and countrymen in fish-smacks, coming 
dewn to drop their nets, pass each other with 
nod and shout and laughter, or Swinging idly 
at their moorings. O, what a wonderful, what 
a beautiful lake! 

It seems as if we shall have a quiet night. 
Not a leaf winked in the air; not a ripple dis- 
turbed the face of Gennesaret; but there 
reems to be a little excitement up the beash, 
and we hasten to see what it is, and we find 
it an embarkation. 

From the western shore a flotilla pushing 
oul; not a equadron ordeadly armament, nor 
clipper with valuable merchandise, nor piratic 
vessels ready to destroy everything they could 
seize; but a flotilla bearing messengers of life, 
and light, and peace. Christ is in the front of 
the boat. His disciples are in a smaller boat. 
Jesus, weary wich much speaking to large 
multitudes, is put imto somnolence by the 
rocking of the waves If there was any motion 
stall the ship was easily righted; ifthe wind 
passed from starboard to larboard, or from lar- 
board to starboard, the boat would rock, and 
by the gentleness ofthe motion putting the 
Master asleep. And they extemporized a pil- 
low made out of a fisherman’s coat. I think no 
sconer is Chrisi prostrate, and His head touch- 
ed the pillow, than Heissound asleep. The 
breezes of the lake run their fingers through 
the lecks of the worn sleeper, and the boat 
rises and falis like a eleeping child on the 
bosom of a sleeping mother. 

Calm night, starry night, beautifal night. 
Ran up all the sails, ply a!l the oars, and let 
the large boat and the small boat glide over 
gentle Gennesaret. Bat the sailors say there 
is going to be a change of weather. And even 
the passengers can hear the moaniag of the 
storm as it comes on with great strides, and 
all the terrors of hurricane and darkness. Tho 
large boat trembles like a dear at bay among 
the clargor of the hounds; great pa‘ches of 
fuam are flunginto the air; tho sszils of the 
veese] loosen, and the sharp winds crack like 
pistols; the smaller boats like petrels prize on 
the cliff of the waves and then plunge. 

Overbosrd go cargo, tackling and masts, and 
the drenched discipies rush into the back part 
of the boat and lsy hold of Christ, and say 
unto Him: “Master, carest Thou not that we 
perisb?” That great personage lifis His head 
from the pillow of the fisherman’s coat, walks 
to the front of the vessel, and looks out into 
the storm, All around him are the smaller 
boats, driven in the tempest, and through it 
comes thecry ofdrowning mon. By the flash 
of the lightning I see the calm brow of Christ 
asthe spray dropped from his beard. He has 
one word for the sky and another for the 
waves. Locking upward he cries: ‘Peace!’ 
Lcoking downward He says: “Be still.’ 

The waves fall flat on their faces, the foam 
melts, the extinguished stars relight their 
torches. The tempest falls dead, and Christ 
stands with his feet on the neck of the storm. 
And while the sailors are bailing out the boats, 
aud while they are trying tountang!e the card- 
age, the disciples stand in amazement, now 
locking into the calm sea, then into the calm 
sky, then into the calm Savir’s countenance, 
aud they cry out: “What manner of man is 
ae that even the winds and thessa obey 

im?’ 

The subject in the first place impresses me 
with the fact that it is very important to have 
Christ with the ship; for all those boats would 
have gone to the bottom of Géhnesaret if 
Christ had not been pressnt. Oh, what a les- 
sen for you and for me folearn! We musi al- 
ways bave Christ in th¢ ship. Whatever voy- 
age we undertake, into whatever enterprise 
we start, let us always have Christ in the ship. 
Many of you, in these days of revived com- 
merce, are starting out ia new financial enter- 
prises. I bid you goodcheer. Do all you can 
co. Doiton as high a plane as possible. You 
bave no right to be a stoker in the ship if you 
can be an admiral of the navy. Yon have no 
right to be a colonel of a _ regiment 
if you can command a brigade; 
you have no right to be engineer 
of a boat on river banks, or near the coast, if 
you can take the ocean stcamer from New 
York to Liverpool. All you cando with the 
uimost tension of body, mind, and soal, you 
are bound to do; but oh! have Christ in every 
enterprise, Christ in every voyage, Christ in 
every ebip. 

There are men here who ak God. to help 
them at the start of great enterprises. He has 
been with them in the past; no trouble can 
overthrow them; the storms might come down 
from the top of Mount Hermon, and lash Gen- 
resaret into foam andinto agony, but it 
could not hurt them. 

But here is another man who starts ont in 
worldly enterprise,and he depends upoa the 
uncertainty of this life. Hehas no God to 
help him. After awhile the storm comes and 
tosses off the masts of the ship; he puts out 
his life boat, and the long boat; the sheriff 
and the auctioneer try to help him off; thep 
canthelp him off; he must go down; no 
Christ in the'ship. Here are young men just 
starting out in life. Your jife will be made up 
of sunthine and shadow. There may bs in it 
arctic blasts or tropical tornadoes; I know not 
¥ hat is before you, but I know if yoa have 
Christ with you all shall be well. 

_You may seem to get along without the reli- 
gion of Christ while everything goes smoothly.

St. James lost his head. St. Philip was hung 
to death cn a pillar. St. Matthew had his life 
dashed out with a halbert. St. Mark was 
dragged to death through the streets. St. 
James the Less was beaten to death with a 
faller’s club. St.Thomas was struck through 
with a spear. They did not find followiag 
Christ smooth sailing. Oh, howthey were ali 
tossed In the tempest! Jobn Huss in the fire; 
Hvegh MecKail in the hour of martydom; the 
Albigenees, the Waldenses, the Scotch Coven- 
abters— did they fiud it smooth sailing ? 

But why go to bistory when I[ can come inte 
this andience today and find a score of illus- 
trations ofthe truth of this subject. Taat 
young young man in the store trying to serve 
Gcd, while his employer scoffs at Cnristianity, 
the young men in the same store antagonisue 
to the Christian religion, teasing him, tormsnt- 
ing him about his religion. trying to get 
him msd. They sac in gotting 
bim mad, saying: “You're a pretty Obristian.’’ 
Dies this young man find it smooth sailing 
when he tries to foliow Christ? Here is a 
Christian girl. Her father despises the Chris- 
tian religion; her mother despises the Christian 
reli ; her brothers and sisters scoff at the 
Christian religion; she can hardly find a quiet 
place in which to say her prayers. Did she 
find it smooth sailing when she tried to follow 
Jesus Christ? Ob, no! all who woald live the 
life of Christian religion must suffer persecu- 
tion; if you do not find it in one way, you will 
get it in another way. 

The question wasasked: “Who are those 
nearest the throne?” and the answer came 

“These are they who came ap out of 
greet tribulation; great flailing, as the original 
asit: great flaiiing, i gem pounding —“‘and 
had their robes wasted and made white in 
the blood of tha Lamb.” Oh, do not be dis- 
heartened! Oh, child of God! take courage. 
You are in glorious companionship. God will 
see you through all these trials,ard He will 
deliver you. 

My subject also impresses me with the 
fact that one people sometimes ges very much 
frighten 

In the tones of these disciples as they rnshed 
into the back partof the boat, I find they are 
frightened almost to death. They say: “Mas- 
ter, carest thou not that we perish?’’ They had 
no reason to be frightened, for Christ was in 
the boat. I suppose if we had been there we 
would have been just as much affrightened, 
Perhaps more, 

In all ages very good people get very much 
affrightened. Itizoftenso in our day, and 
men say: “Why, look at the bad lecturers; 
lcok at the spiritualistic societies; look at the 
various errors going over the church of God; 
wesre going to founder; the church is going - 
to perish; she is going down.” Oh, how many 
gocd people are affrightened by iniquity in our 
day, and think the church of Jesus Christ is 
going to be overthrown, and are just as much 
sffrightened as were the disciples of my text. 
Don’t worry, don’t fret, as though iniquity 
were going to triumph ovor righteousness, 

A lion goes into a cavern to sleep. He lies 
down with his shaggy mane covering ths 
paws. Meanwhile the spiders spin a web 
across the mouth of the cavern, and say: “We 
have captured him.” Gossamer thread after 
gossamer thread is spun until the whole front 
of the cavern is covered with the spiders’ web, 
acd the spiderssay: “Thelion is done; the 
lion is fast.’ After awhile the lion has got 
through sleeping; he rouses himself, he shakes 
his mane, he walks out into the sunlight; he 
does not even know the _—- web is spun, 
and with his voice he shakes the mountain. 

So men come spinning their sophistries and 
skepticisms about Jesus Christ: He seems to 
be sleeping. They say: “We have captured 
tte Lord. He will never come forth again 
upon the nation. Christ is captured forever. 
His religion will never make. “— conquest 
amorg men.” But aftera while the Lion of 
the tribe of Jadah will rouse Himself and 
come forth to shake mightily the nations. 
What's a spider’s web to the aroused Lion? 
Give truth and error a fair grapple, and truth 
will come off victor. 

But there are a great many good people who 
get sfirightened in other respects; they are af- 
frightened in ourday about revivals. They 
say: ‘Oh! this is a strong religious gale; we 
are afraid the church of God is going to be up- 
eet, and there are going be a great many 
people brought into the church that are going 
to be of no use toit,” and they are affrightened 
whenever they see a revival iaking hold of the 
churches. 

As though a ship captain, with five thouzand 
bushels offwheat for ‘a ,cargo, should say, some 
day, coming upon deck: “Throw overboard 
all cargo;” andthesailorsshouldssy: “Why, 
captain, what do you mean? Throw over all 
the cargo?” ‘‘Oh,” says the captain, “we 
have a peck of chaff that has got 
into this five thousand bushels of wheat, and 
the only way to get rid of the chaff is to throw 
a)l the wheat overboard.’ Now, thatis a great 
dcal wires than the talk ofa great man 
Christians who want to throw overboard a 
the thousaxds and tensof thousands of souls 
who are the subjects of revivals. Throw over- 
boerd because they are brought into the king- 
dom of Ged through the great1evivals, because 
there is a peck of chaff, a quart of chaff,a pint 
of chaff! I say, let them stay until the Last 
Dzsy; the Lord will divide the chaff from the 
wheat. Do not be afraid of a great revival. 

Oh, that these gales from Heaven might 
sweep through all our churches! Ob, forsach 
days as Richard Baxter saw in Eagiand aud 
Robert McCheyne sawin Dundee! Oh, forsuch 
days as Jonathan Edwards saw in N orthamp- 
ten! I haveoften heard my father tell of the 
fact that in the early part of this centary a re- 
vival broke ont at Somerville, N. J., and some 
people were very much agitated about it. They 
said: “Oh, youare going to bring too many 
people into church at once;’ and they sent 
down to New Brunswick to get Jolin Living- 
ston to stop the revival. 

Well, there was no better soul in all the 
world than John Livingston. He went and 
looked at the revival. They wanted him to 
sat it. He stood in the paipit on the Sabbath 
and looked over the solemn aaditory, and he 
said: ‘This, brethren, is in reality the work 
of God; beware how you try to stop it.” And 
he was an old man, leaning heavily on his 
steff—a veryold man. And he lifted that

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From the Cincinnati Gazette, 

Twents-one years ago on the morniog of the 
“4th of June, 1866, during the time of the 
Franco-Mexican war, there was great excite- 
ment in the City of Mexico, caused by the 
endden appearance of the Empress Charlotte, 
ridivg ona white, swift mare through the 
streets at full speed. She was without escort, 
aud her course was from the western side of 
Palacio Nacional, situated inthe he:irt of the 
city, The bells of the great cathedral and of 
every churchin thecity were ringing; a rogi- 
ment of French cavalry cameout from the 
Palacio Nacional and went through Pilateros 
Ave, west towards the royal castle of 
Chajultepec. Groups of men gathered on the 
co ners of the streets and in the cafs3, asking 
each other what it all meant; women and 
children appeared in front of their houses and 
balconics, making anxious inquiries, Soms 
said the liberales rojos (red liberals, as the 
Mexican soldiers fighting for their country 
were called) had come to lay siege to the city; 
others that the empress was near being caught 
by a gang of bandits, but that she made her 
escape ahead of her body-guard of soldiers, or 
guserd d’honneur; others surmised that it was 
the guerrilla band of General Aureliano, from 
the mountain of St. Juan, fifty miles from the 
capital, in pursuit of a French regiment carry- 
ing provisions for the army; and others affirm- 
ed it was a French battalion, bribed or sudorn- 
ed by a Mexican general, who, deserting his 
party, had gone to join the Mexican army. — 

Soon the regiment came back couducting 
twelve men, eight of them in an ambulance 
cartand a woman in a coach. The curiosity 
of the people increased, but the soldiers had 
strict orders and did not answer a single ques- 
tion, even totheir comrades. However, it was 
learned that the empress, while on her way to 
Chapultepec, was assaulted by a guerrilla band, 
that she had escaped ahead of her soldiers, 
who were either killed or seriously wounded, 
with a single exception, Her dame d’honneur 


was also safe. Charlotte, after this event, no . 


longer frequented her favorite riding-place 
from the Palacio nacional to the royal castle 
of Chapullepec In fact, four days afterwards 
Maximiiian, with his court, went to Olindo 
(State ot Moreles), his summer residence, to 
sperd part of the summer. While there he 
received that well-known letter from Napoleon 
III], s»ying “he had resolyed to abandoa 
him to his own fate.” This} indaced 

empress to the extraordinary 
recclution of going  herself- to Paris, 
for the pu pose of conferring with Napoleon, 
and persuading him to continue his aid to the 
precarious «empire, Accordingly she sailed from 
Vera Croz on the&th of Jaly, and reached 
Paris the 9th of August. The followiag day 
she presented herself at the Palais de St Cloud, 
where she had an interview with Napoleon, 
who received herina very cold manner, and 
refised to telp Maxamilian any longer, adding 
that he was going to order the retreas of the 
entire French army from Mexican soil. Tae 
disheartercd empress left Paris and went to 
Reme, where she was {lodged inthe vatican. 
The xvext dayshe gave signs Of a disturbed 
mind, ard on the 4th of October she was recog: 
uized as havirg lost her reason, ard was taken 
to Laekin. near Brussels. 

Maximilian received the sad news about his 
wifc’s condition at the same time that Na- 
polecn, urged by the notes of Secretary Seward, 
ordered the retrest of the French army from 
Mexico, when the Mexicans, roused like one 
man, endeavored to complete the expulsion of 
the invaders. Seeing that everything was 
against him, the emperor decided to resign his 
crown and return to Earope. He was on his 
way to Vera Cruz. his baggag6 was already on 
board the frigate Dandolo when he recaived 
the Jetter from his secretary, Eloin, saying, 
that far from being welcome by hiz brother 
Fraxcis Joseph, empercr of Austria, he would 
be imprisoned as soon as he dared to siep on 
Austrian soil. Gud only knows what impres 
sion this letter made on him, and the result 
was that he resolved to go back to the capital 
and abaadon himself to his fate. The end of 
this unfortunate prince is well known, who 
paid with his /ife on the uill of Las Campanas 
for the foolishness of lending himself as an in- 
strument in the hands of the amitiousle petit 
Napoleon. 

In 157: I was coming from the City of Mexi- 
co to E| Paso, Tex , and by chance I met Gan: 
eral Aureliano, who is nowa member of the 
national coi yressin the City of Mexico. We 
began to talk of the improvaments of the coun- 
try and on cther topics. When we passed the 
city of Queretaro, where Maximilian was maie 
prisoner, I mentioned the incident about the 
Empress Charlotte in 1866, and he said: “Yes, 
it was I who made the attempt tocapture her.” 
“Will you explainto me how it was, and what 
your intentions were, general?” “Yes,” he 
answered. “You may remember,” he said, 
“‘the decree of the 3d of October, 1865, issued 
by Maximilian and his ministers, and which 
read: ‘Every Mexican caught with any weap 
on in his hands shall be considered asa bandit 
and shall be executed immediately.’ It is 


geaid that Maxamilian himself was opposed © 


to this decree, but influenced by Bazaine 
and the Empress Charlotte, was com- 
pelled to issue it. Now by this merciless law 
we lost the bravest of our soldiers and the best 
of our generals. In Mav of 1866 the well. 
kpown and perhaps the best of our guerrilleros, 
Nicolas Romero, was taken prisoner ia Jalisc> 
and brought to the City of Mexico, where, to- 
gether with others,he wasto be shot the 6th 
of June. I hada great regard ior this man, 
brave in batile and merciful with his prison- 
ers, and I rewlved, atthe risk of mz life, to 
rave him. I wascommanding one thousand 
men; my headqaarters were on the mount of 
St. Juan, which you know is not far from the 
capital ; I chose sixty of my bravest men, and, 
favored by darkness of the night of the 5th of 
June, I led them through the forests of the 
road connecting the castle of Chapultepec with 
the capital; I hid my men and myself 
in ® small river along the road: 
I knew the empress had to pass be- 
tween the hour of 6 and 7 in the 
morning, as she was accustomed to take a ride 
€very Mornicgst that hour‘from the city to 
the castle. My intention was to capture her, 
and by doing that I was sure to rescue my 
great friend, I also knew she had with her 
ten or twelve men, but I hai six times that 
wumber, and what gave me confidence was 
they did not expect such an attack, I waited. 
The hour came, and I eaid to my sotdiers: 
“Don’t hurt the woman on a white horse, but 
iry to capture her.’ Just then Charlotte came 
in sight, and with the cry to my men, ‘For 
Mexico,’ we sepravg up to the bed of the road, 
and a hand-in-hand struggle at once began. 
The empress, to my surprise, instead of fleeing 
towards the castle, as lexpected she would, 
turned tothe city. I followed her closely— 
very closely. I was about to catch the tail of her 
horee, but by that timeI was at the gate of the 
city'end before 200 or more French soldiers, 
who were thunderstruck at the sigh of their 
empress passing like lightning between them. 
The captain commanding this body of soldiers 
was Boulanger. I took advantage of their 
surprise and returned to my menu. The em- 
prees owed her life to the beautiful mare, In: 
deed, that mare beat my horse and saved her 
mistress. WhenI resched the place where 
my men were, all the French soldiers with the 
exception of one, the captain, were lying on 
the road, some killed, others wounded, anda 
woman was lying also on a znrape of One of 
my soldiers I told the captain to take care of 
hiscompanions and the woman, and ordered

It is not kuown what particular crime this 

Americen citizen is guilty of, but the fact 
is that he has been held as a prisoner for 
more than thirty months, and if the present 
policy of our state department is carried 
out he may be held for thirty months more, 
and as long as he lives.

The most remark- 
able thing in connection with this case is 
that Mr. Bayard claims never to have heard 
of it before, and when it was called to his 
attention he said he had no doubt that it 
wasa story manufactured for sensational 
pirposes. To this statement he added: 
‘‘There have been no such facts brought to 
the attention of the state department.’’ 

The New York San, which is in posses- 
sion of all the facts, declares that the story 
has been in possession of the state depart- 
ment for nearly two years. Ia the state 
department there is a volume of not less 
than seven hundred pages of correspondence 
about it. Moreover, the case of Pable was 
brought tothe attention of the senate at 
least eighteen months ago, and it was in- 
vestigated by the committee on foreigu 
relations. § 

Senator Edmunds madea report which 
concluded thus: ‘‘If there should be much 
further delay in the trial of Pable, it will 
become a subject of very serious considera- 
tion on the part of the government of the 
United States.’’ 

Thus, it seems that while Secretary Buy- 
ard knows aothing of this case, it is notori- 
ous in the state department.

Colonel Henry D. Capers, in his ‘‘Racol- 
lections of the Civil Service of the Confed- 
erate Government,’’ states that the tenure of 
office in the confederate government were 
such as to secure the best of service from 
competent persons, and to inspire a sense of 
personal self respect by investing the officer 
with such security as provoked his fidelity 
and efliciercy. Cabinet officers were of course 
appointed by the president, who held this 
office for six years, but all other executive 
and judicial appointments were for life or 
during the period of good behavior. An 
officer once appointed could not be removed 
unless it was shown that he was incompetent 
intellectually, negligent or dishonest, or 
unless the office he held was abolished by

quired. While the assistant secretaries, and 
chief bureau officers were confirmed by the 
senate on the nomination of the president, 
they were by no means independent of the 
recretary of the departmant to which they 
belonged, and could be removed for cause or 
suspended at his pleasare by the consent of 
the president. Mr. Memminger very wisely 
a)’owed the several chiefs of bureaus to nom- 
inate the clerks to him for appointment who 
they desired to serve in their respective 
divisions. Upon this nomination being 
made and approved by the secretary, the 
clerk received a temporary commission in 
these words: 

“Sir—You are hereby appointed a clerk, of the 
—— class, in the treasury department of the con- 
federate states, on trial for the period of six 
months, and are assigned to duty with ——, to 
whom you will at once report. At the expiration 
of the time prescribed herein, if a favorable report 
is made on your character and efficiency, you will 
receive a permanent commission. should the exi- 
gencies of the public service render it necessary 
to employ you,”’ 

The opinion of the secretary was, that as 
the bureau officers were held responsible for 
the proper discharge of the work in their 
branches of the service, and, in several in- 
stances were under bonds in large sums, that 
they should be allowed to select their own 
assistants. The probation prescribed would 
be sufficient to develop the fitness of the 
appointment, and give sufficient time to 
investigate the antecedent history of the 
clerk, The “‘regulations,’’ as given by 
Colonel Capers, are as follows: 

Ist. Persons desiring appointment to office in 
the treasury department must present to the sec- 
retary through his chief clerk, their application, 
written in their own handwritiog, siating their 
age, place of nativity, their present residence and 
past business experience. This must be accom- 
panied with such references as they are enabled 
to give. The indorsements of well known busi- 
ness men in the community in which the applicant 
resides are preferred to any others. 

2d. The secretary requires that a report shall be 
made to him on the first day ot each month, sett- 
ing forth the number of clerks on duty at that 
date, their particular assignment to duty, and their 
efficiency; also the number of additional clerks 
necessary to meet the requirements of the service 
in each division of your bureau, with the character 
of the work they are expected to perform. You 
wiil accompany this report with the nominations 
of such persons as may have had their applica- 
tions referred to you from this office, or such other 
persons as you are led to believe are better quailifi- 
ed to perform the duties required than those who 
have formerly applied. Upon the receipt of your 
report temporary commissions for six months will 
be issued to those who may nominate for appoint- 
meut. At the expiration of this time if it shall be 
discovered that they are in all respects qualified as 
competent business men for the clerkships perma- 
nent commissions will be issued over the signature 
and seal of the secretary. 

Sd, In assigning clerks to duty you will keepin 
mind that promotions are to be made alone from 
among those who, by fidelity and efficiency in the 
discharge of duty, have fairly won the right to 
distinction. This is the only rule by whieh you 
will be. governed in the promotions of the clerks 
in your bureau (rom one class to another, 

These are not all the regulations, but they 
are suflicient to show that the ideas of civil 
service reform now in vogue originated with 
the leaders of the confederacy.

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THE SHAKSPEARE MYTS. 
Why Ignatius Donnelly Believes Bacon 

Wrote Shakspeare’s Pliays. 
Ignatius Donnelly in North American Review. 


The traditions that have come down to us 
do not, any of them, point 
to the habits of a scholor or a gentleman. The first 
glimpse we have of the family was when John 
Shakspeare, his father, was fined twelve pence, in 
1552, fer maintaining “a conspicuous sterquina- 
rium before his house in Henley street.” * * * 

The first tradition we have concerning Shakspeare 
himeelf is that of an ale drinking contest with the 
‘“‘Bidford topers,” while yet a young man,in which 
he became so beastly drunk that he could not 
reach home, but sleptall night by the road side, 
We are told that he wasadeer stealer, and given 
toall “manner of unluckiness;’ and that “Sir 
Thomas Lucy had him oft imprisoned and whip- 

dé.” * * * The lasttradition we have of h'm 
is that his death was the result of a drinking bout 
with Drayton and Ben Johnson. Neither his 
father nor mother could read or write, and Halii- 
well Phillips doubts if there was a book in the 
house of bis parents. Thure is no reference to any 
book or papers in Shakspeare’s will. His daughter 
Judith signed her name with a cross. Imagine 
the daughter of Herbert Spencer or William E, 
Gladstone (and the authorof the plays was a 
greater, wiser, and more learned man than either 
of them) unable to read or write. It is inconceiv- 
able. * * * 

Shakspeare himself never claimed the plays. 
He did not put his name on the title-leaf of any of 
them, for the name on the title-leaf is in every cass, 
“William Shakespeare,’’ very often printed with a 
byphen, thus, ‘‘Shake-speare,’’ while the three 
Signatures to his will and the two others to legal 
instruments, these being the only autographs 

have of him, are} in each case 
Shakspere, which must have 
pronounced shackspere. And 

seems to have been the accepted pronunciation in 
Stratford. In th3recordsof the town council the 
pame of Shakspere’s father occurs 196 times, and 
in not one instance is it spelled Shakespeare. It is 
given as Schacksper, Shackesper, Shaksper, Shax- 
peare and Shaxper. In ‘“‘the poet’s’’ mdarriaze 
bond it is ‘‘Shagspere.”’ * * * é 

Facon’s dearest friend, Sir Tobie Matthew, was 
undoubtedly in his secret. Sir Tobie writes Bacon 
a letter in acknowledgement of the gift of ‘‘a great 
and noble token,’’ supposed to be the Shakspeare 
folio of 1625, and he adds tbis postscript : 

The most prodigious wit that ever I knew, of my 
nation and of thissice of the sea, is of your lord: 
ship’s name, though he be known by another. 

Bacon, in the sixth book of “De Augmentis,”’ 
SaVs: 

As for writing, ji is performed either by the com 

mon alpbabet, which is used by everybody, or by 
a secretand private one, agreed upon by particular 
persons, which they call ciphers. 
. That is to say, a cipher is a secret alphabet. And 
we find Bacon corresponding with Sir Tobie, and 
referring to ‘‘works of his recreation,’’ and to 
“works of the aiphabet.’’ And then. about the 
time the Shakspeare folio of 1623, in which, be it 
remembered, half the plays appear for the first 
time,is about to be published, we find Bacon 
writing to Sir Tobie that it is time to ‘‘put the 
alphabet in a frame.’’ What wastheframe? Toe 
folic—for I shall show that the cipher depends on 
the pagirg of the folio, and the paging is asa 
frame to the text,

The Goddess of Liberty. 


A. P., Gadsden, Ala.: Why is liberty rep- | 


resented in the form of a woman? 

It was a poetic fancy of ancient sculptors and 
bards.’ ,The goddess of liberty in the Aveatine 
Mount was represented as holding in her hand a 
cap, the symbol of freedom. In ancient mythoi- 
ogy there was a presiding divinity over almost 
everything, and the voluptuous Greeks and Ro- 
mans commonly ascribed to females whatever ad- 
ministered to human happiness and comfort. Ve- 
nus was the goddess of beauty; Diana presided 
over the chase; Minerva personated wisdom; the 
muses were females, and, of course, the graces 
were, as well as the fates. But it wasa keen little 
piece of satire on lovely woman when the furies 
were elected from her sex.

Cuba. 
Inquirer, Ocala, Fla.: What is the status of 
Cuba? 


Cuba has long been coveted by other nations be- 
cause of its rich products, especially sugar, rice, 
coffee and all the products of the tropics, and it 
bas been contended for and jealously watched over 
for many years. While, in the first quarter of the 
present century, every continental portion of 
South America asserted its independence, Uuba, 
like Porto Rico, remained faithful to the mother 
country, and it has not in auy united sense fought 
for independence, though ‘‘Cubajfor Cubans” is the 
watchword for the Creoles, whose anxious desire is 
to get rid of the natives of Spain, who arein power, 
who treat the Creoles with fear, distrust, and scorn, 
who administer affairsin a manner scandalously 
unjust, and who regard Cuba only as a machine 
for supplying Madrid with the greatest possibile 
revenue. In 1868, during the Spanish revolution, 
when Isabella was driven from the throne, a 
bloody insurrection against Spanish authority 
broke out in Cuba and continued for several years. 
The authorities in 1879, partly by compromise and 
partly by military energy, succeeded in quelling 
the rebeilion, and the island is now under the 
Spanish yoke. Cuba is still slave-holding, despite 
a law passed in 1870, which declared that every 
slave at the age of sixty should become free, and 
emancipated allthe unborn offspring of slaves. 
These slaves alone haye the strength to do the 
hard work of the sugar estates, and the prosperity 
of the island is supposed to be dependent upon 
them. This sugar is largely exported into the 
United Staies, and if Cuba became a part of the 
American government, slavery must cease to exist 
in that island, 


The Franco-German War. 

8. 8., Greenville, 8.C : What was the cause of 
the Franco-Prussian war? , 
The real cause of the war lay in a jealousy that 
France had long entertained cf her German neigh- 
bor. For several centuries France hai been ambi- 
tious to extend her dominions to the left bank of 
the Rhine. The provincesof Alsace and Lorraine, 
which had the Rhine on the east, had been a bone 
of contention alternating by advantage in diplo- 
macy or arms {rom one government to the other, 
falling at length to the lot of France, and held by 
that power until the last war. France sawiwith 
apprehensicn a tendency towerd unification in the 
German States, and in this tendency the omen ofa 
grest and threatening power where there had been 
only a cluster of weak states. On both sidesof the 
Rhine fortificatio: s were being strengthened and 
the army organizations were being perfected. Both 
nations were a constarnt menace to each ot r¢r, and 
nothing was wanted but a-pretext for a conflict to 
cemmence, France was impetuous and confident 
with her prestige. Germany did not seek war, but 
was prepsred for it. The pretext came in the ac-

the disapproval of King William of Prussia, France 
looked upon this as another attempt on the part of 
Prussia to humiliate her, and her sensitive nature 
was touched to the quick, and it was the more 
aggravating as another prince of the house of Ho- 
he nzollern had been planted in Roumania. France 
declared that her interests and honor were im- 
periled,' and demanded thatthe king of Prussia 
should require Prince Leopold to renounce the 
Spanish crown.

He had only 
been consulted in the matter as head of the family, 
snd not as king of Prussia.

1. There are a few varieties of corn whose 
suckers, develop good ears, but the great ma. 
jority of suckers do not. The material used in 
their growth is just so much taken from the 
main stalk and they should be removed 
promptly. Indeed itis desirable to breed up 
a strain of corn not disposed to sucker. This 
could be done by always planting seed from 
the stalkstwhich did not sucker,and by prompt- 
ly removing suckers from all other stalks as 
fo.n as they appeared. Suckers develop 
when growth is very vigorous and exaberant 
early in the season. There is at this siage of 
growtha strong tendency to produce stalk. 
Ihe corn looks as if it were ambitious to have 
more than one stalk. Hence it is good policy 
not to encourage too rapid growthin its early 
stages. Cornistoo much dispossd to make 
large stalks in our southern climate. With- 
hold wanure, therefore, till the scale 
is fixed, which will be when 
the lowest joints are formed, then 
give it manure and let it devote its energies 
to preparing matcris)s for its ear.

Club root is caused by an insect that attacks 
the roots, When cabbages and turnips or any 
of that family are cultivated continuously or 
frequently on the same land, the insects are 
sfforded opportunity to multiply and infest 
the coil, Hence the practice of cultivating 
scme other kinds of plants between the cab- 
bage and turnip crops; and let the latter oc- 
cupy the land once only in three or four years. 
Aside from above, the best remedy seems to be 
heavy applications of lime tothe land. It is 
claimed that the insect cannot live where lime 
abounds,

1. Cow manure is slow acting, and therefore 
not suited for late applications to growing crops. 
Such applications, should be of very soluble 
substances, such asthe plant can absorb and 
appropriate at orce. But on very rich land 
already highly manured, it is doubtful if the 
application of any manure would pay. It is 
much easier to raise the yield from ten to 
twenty bushels per acre than to raise it from 
forty to fifty bushels per acre. It may take as 
much manure to make the last ten bushels as 
it required to make the previous forty. 

2. As near tothe corn as it can be run; but 
very shallow. The whole surface of the 
ground should be  brogen, but not 
a single corn root cut. One 
inch in depth is all that is allowable. By the 
time the corn is old enough to be laid by, its 
roots will be found everywherein the soil, in 
the middles as well as in and near the drilis, 
and deep plowing anywhere will do harm. In- 
deed, the feeding portions of roots are near 
their endsand often far removed from the 
stalks. It isa great mistake to suppose that 
that there is danger of cutting roots when 
plowing near the stalks only.

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REPRESENTATIVE NORWOOD’S VIEWS. 


‘ . ARLES A Te aA BETTI, 
He Thinks There Will Be No Extra Session— 
Some Discordant Elements, 

Washingto: Special. 

A reporter was talking with Representative 
Norwood, of Georgia, yesterday. Mr. Norwood 
Says that he fears congress wili not accomplish 
anything this winter, and thinks there is not apt 
to be an extra session. The most important fnan- 
cial questions, he says, are pressing, and it {is in 
the power ofthe democratic party, if they will 
harmonize and work together, to make this c3n- 
gress one of the most important that has ever as- 
sembled. He fears, however, that the elements of 
discord are still alive, and it will be difficult to 
make them act in accord. He says there is no 
reason to believe that there has been relatively 
much change in the strength of the two factions. 
Where new men have been elected from protec- 
tionist districts before represented by democrats, 
there is no reason to presume that they are men of 
different faith. The one thing that he thinks 
makesthe simation more hopefnl is that it is 
agreed on all sides that a failure to do something 
to check the accumulation of money in the treas- 
ury out of the ways of trade and commerce will do 
& serious injury to the party. The extremists on 
both sides would naturally shrink from the-respon- 
Bibility of party disaster. He thinks the wisest and 
most competent men in the party should take hold 
the firstithing and try to silence all the factional 
quibbling, so that a rational settlement of the ques- 
tion might be reached. 

When asked ifhe thought there ought to be a 
Caucus heldon the meeting of congress, he re- 
plied that undoubtedly there should be. The party 
should come to some agreement and mark out 
their plans before entering upon the work of the 
session, It would be a serious thing for them to go 
in without plans or understanding. By want of 
wisdom. he said, the next house could do the 
party-much harm.

Abost Buttons aud Buttonholes. 
From Good Housekeeping. 

Now a few words about buttonholes. In the 
first place, they last longer, and in the opinion of 
some, at least, look better if worked with coarse 
thread orsilk. When the outer edge becomes 
worn or cut, by the frequent rubbing occasioned 
by slipping over the button, if a few stitches are 
picked out and ihe space worked over, the button- 
hole will do good service some time longer and 
look neat. Another reason for doing this, is to 
prevent the button-hole from splitting out to the 
edge of the garment, making an awkward place to 
mend, The aspect of partly-worn boots may be 
much improved by working over the button-holes. 
For common working boots, coarse linen will do; 
silk may be used for nicerones, It may not be 
necersary to mention here the importance of 
keeping the buttons sewed on, still some young 
persons fail to see the necessity, or heed the in- 
junction. It is a good plan to keep a largo needle 
threaded with coarse black linen always in th: 
needle book, thus saving time when a button 
twists off in buttoning, and-one is in a hurry. 
There are metal fasteniige for boot buttons which 
obviate the necessity of sewing. 

When buttons are taken off a dress or other gar- 
ment, they should be strung and tied. Then, 
when one wants a certain set she can find the 
bunch much sooner than she could have done the 
separate buttons, if loose in a box or bag with 
many kinds,

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UTILIZING EELS. 


HOW A VENEZULEAN GENTLEMAN 
APPLIES NATURB’S FORCSGS. 
ir cor te te a aE 
A Strarge Story of a Good Old-Fashioned Pieocs of 
Imaginative Work That is Worth Studying — 
Large Batteries of Blectric Bels—Otter 
Points of Interest to Readers. 


From the Philadelphia Evening News, 

Don Miguel Santa Mezzito, a wealthy gentle- 
man living at Achaguas, Venezuela, now stop- 
ping atthe Girard house, tellsa wonderful 
story, alleging that he has succee:ed in utiliz- 
ing electricity generated by electric eels, and 
that his residence is lighted by electricity from 
that strange fish. Sencr Mezzito is a well edu- 
cated mau, was graduated from Heidelberg 
university and speaks several lauguages, in 
~~ ginding English, quite finently, 

“Yes,” said he, ‘I have my residence lighted 
throughout by electricity generated by large 
batteries of electric eels. There is sufficient 
electricity wasted in the streams of the north- 
ern portien of South America te light a city as 
big as* Philadelphia, could it be 
properly utilized. The town of Achaguas lios 
on the bank of asmall river of that name which 
empties into the Orinoco, one hundred miles to 
the southeast. It is in the state of Apure, about 
150 miles from the eastern boundary of the 
United States of Colombia. The city is reach- 
ed by boat up the Orincc» to San Fernandoand 
by rail from that place. Achaguas isan old 
town and has been the home of my family fer 
mapy generations. I give you this in detail, 
becau:e I bave met scientists since I came to 
this country who evidently disbelieve that I 
have electric lights rnnuing by electric eels: 

“T got my fisst idea of utilizing the gym- 
notus electricus while studying electricity in 
Germany. Living as I had for years near 
streaws in which the eels abounded, and 
knowing personally of men and animals that 
had been prostrated and were killed by eels 
in water, I was especially interested in Fara- 
day’s account of the torpedo and other fishes. 
I was particularly impressed by the groat 
scientist’s statement thata full-grown electric 
eel contained electricity equal to fifteen Ley- 
den jars of 3,500 sguare inches. Upon return- 
ing to my home I at once began experiment- 
ing, and was both surprisod and dolightoed 
with my success. I found that by oe q 
small ecl, the head in one hand and the tail in 
the other, the shock was much stronger 
than in any other way, and soon discovered 
that the positive and negative calls 
are divided, the nogative near the 
pectorals and the positive next the tail. I 
also satisfied myself very quickly that the elec- 
tricity frem the eel was the same as common 
electricity. It rendered the needle magaectic,de- 
composed chemical compounds and by it heat 
was evolvedanda spark was obtained. On 
these points, however, the scientists readily 
agree with. me. I was satisfied that the 
power was there ifit could be utilized, and 
after two years of further experimenting I suc- 
ceeded in getting a battery by waich a small 
light was run nearly an hour. Thon it was 
merely a question of time and study. I have 
bad the lights running, eight of them, eight- 
candle each, for three months. My success has 
brought me to this country, and I propose to 

my invention and discovery 
members of tho Franklin 
institute before I return to Venezaela. 

“| first tried the placing of a number of the 
eels in onelarge rubber tank well insulated, 
but l afterward discarded it and tried the 
forming ofa strong battery by the connection 
ef fifty cells with two or more esis in each, 
The re:alt was more than satisfactory. 

“Esch cell so connected as to complete a cir- 
cuitthrenugh the wires running from either 
cud of the row to the ‘amps, which are ail in 
ene circuit. Theonly secret is tho mauner in 
which the electricity is conducted from the 
cells. That I believe to be an entire’y original 
discovery, and I shall not divulgeit until it is 
protected by patents both in Europe and 
America. The eel I learned makes heavy, in- 
voluntary discharges of electricity when 
its circulation is increased, or when un- 


naturaliy excited. This] learned by seeing | 


the Indians, under my orders, driving eals 
into our nets by the aid of horses and mules. 
With halfa dozen horses rushing through the 
water the cels throw off such quantities of elec- 
tricity that the animals are prostrated and 
sometimes killed. This without actually com- 
ing in contact with the fish. In an hour theeels 
will have discharged their store of electric 
finid, and, coming to the surface, lie quite 
still. Thoy are entirely helpless. Taken in 
by the vets, the eels are placed in receiving 
tanks, and ir halfan hour their electric cells 
are as strong and as active asever.JThe Indians 
and ignorant people in the vicinity of Achaguas 
regard me as a wizard, and my life has been 
threatened because a minor chiefof a small 
tribe living a few miles west of Achagaas was 
killed by an electric shock while taking eels 
for me. 

“But I was telling you of the batteries, I 
found it necessary to keop the eels excited in 
order to compel them to throw oif their store of 
eleciricity steadily. Itried several ways of 
keeping a wheel revolving in each cell, but af- 
terward learned that the feeding of strychuine 
to them, or rather the placing of strychnine in 
the liquid in which they are kept, accelerated 
circulation by producicg tetanic contraction of 
the muscles, and did a‘! that was required. 

“How about when the store of electricity is 
«xbaucted, you ask? 

“Well, that is easily overcome. I do not 
allow a battery to work more than half an hour 
atatime. Bya very simple clockwork con- 
trivance I have so fixed things as to instantly 
and at regular intervals throw one battary off 
and arotber on. I keep three batteries of thirty 
cells cach all the time ready. Relieved for an 
bour the cels are as active as ever. During 


_- the half hur of service the stryothnia has be- 


come ebecrbed ard the fishes quickly recover 
their natural power. 

“Thirty cells of two eels each are equal toa 
thoueand volts, and strong enough to kill three 
men should the current pass through them. 
Each eel is a perfect battery within itself. 
There are two positive and two negative cells 
one-thirtieth of aninch in diameter in each 
ee], and each eel has many minute cells within 
it. Lkeepa large tank fall of the cels on 
hand sll the time, and am compelled to replen- 
ish the batteries every day or two. I have at- 
tempted to propagate the eels, but thns far 
have rot been successful. 

“No, Ido not see that my discovery and in: 
vention will ever benefit the world very much, 
because these eels are not found much outside 
of northern South America; but it is interest. 
ing from a scientific standpoint, and I consider 
my time, Jabor ard money well spent.” 

Senor Mcezzita will remain ia Philadelphia 
fora few days, inspecting woolen mill ma- 
chinery, and will then go to Boston.

A CONSTITUTION reporter took a seat in one 
of the cabs yesterday afternoon and enjoyed a 
short ride out Peachtree. The driver made 
the gray steed go along in a very comfortable 
trot, and the comfort of the vehicle was not 
very seriously taxed. Oneto whom the mo- 
tion of a dog cart is familiar, will have a very 
good idea of how the new cabs ride, The mo- 
tion is very similar. 

Some solicitude was manifested yesterday 
among the colored hackmen of the city in re- 
gard tothe men the Bal a-d company would em- 
ploy as cab drivers. There seems to be a 
pretty unanimous opinion among the hackmen 
that the cabs will very seriously affect their.

They seem to thick that such a place 
is utterly unfit for a white man, though well 
enough for a negro. A position as driver of a 
s’ rect car is a very different affair, and in their 
juégment,’ore that is perfectly compatible with 
self respect and dignity. 

A street car driver remarked to a reporter 
yesterday that he wondered if white men 
would be empleyed todrive the cabs. As far 
as be was concerned, he thought that there 
was no objection to a white man taking such 
a position, the novelty of the vehicle taking 
away any degradation that might otherwise 
attach to 1t. He expressed the opinion that 
he would rather have a position as cab driver 
than as street car driver, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was likely the cabmen would not | 
receive as much pay. But they would have 
the advantage of the car drivers io that they 
would not always be on the go, and would not 
be forced to turn out 20 early in the day. 

The cabs are, without doubt, an innovation, 
and a cecided improvement upon the “weas- 
lys.’ The sentiment was expressed during 
the Cay that the Ballard company would have 
filled more perfectly a long felt want had they 
intrcduced the bansoms cabs, now in general 
use in New York.

Tue Piaces of Worship Attended By Throngs of De- 
vou: Listevers -The Arpiversary Celebration 
et St. Philir’s- Two Oistipguished Visit- 
irg Ministers Preach in the City.

The churches were well attended yoster ‘ay 
and some admirable sermons were preached. 

St, Phisip’s Ep‘scopal chureh was well filled 
yesterday morning, the occasion being the 
first anniversary of the rectorship of the Rev. 
Byron Holley. 

A special order of exercises was observad, 
aid ihe laxge congregation entered heartily 
into the service of theday, and greatly enjoyed 
and fully appreciated the excellent sermon and 
the beanutifal music. The doors of the church 
were thrown open at half past nine, though 
service did not begin until an hour later. 
Printed programmes of the order of service 
were given the congregation as it entered the 
church, and the order of exercises as contained 
in the programme was faithfully followed. 

It was confirmation dsy at-St, Phiiip’s, and 
the Right Rev. John W. Beckwith, the bishop 


of the diocese, was present.) 

The mosical selections were exceedingly ap- 
propriate and fine. They began with the pro- 
cessicnal bymn No. 138, and embraced ‘ Venite 
Exultimus Domino,” ‘‘Gloria in Excelsis,” ‘Te 
Deum Laudamus,” “Tabilato Deo.’ Hymn 
No. 31, “Gloria Tibi,’ and communion hymn 
No. 207. The features of the day wera the 
solos of Mrs. Alice Oates and Mrs, H. M. Clark. 
Mrs, Oates sang the old familiar hymn, ‘Flee 
asa Bird to Yon Mountain,” in an exquisite 
manner. The lady has a strong and highly 
cultivated voice, andthe intense silence of the 
congregation during the delivery of the hymn 
was evidence of the thorough appreciation it 
manifested. Daring the singing of the hymn, 
the confirmation class presented itself at the 
chancel rail. The anthem, “Hear us, Oh, 
Father,” was rendered by Mrs. H. M. Ciark in 
a etriking manner. 
its clear soprano notes, rang out through the 
church, and charmed the congregation. She 
vas assisted by the regularc oir quartetto, 

The sermon of the Rey. Byron Holley, was 
from the text “All things are passing away,” 
and was singularly appropriate to the occasion. 
The discourse was a most excellent oue, and 
was generally regarded as the best sermon, 
among the many, Mr, Holiey has delivered. 

St Philip's is in a most flourishing and satis- 
factory condition. Under the pastorate of 
Mr. Holley it is becoming one of the strongest 
parishes in the diocese, and the large class can- 
firmed yesterday, furnisted abundance tosti- 
mony that he has not labored here in vain. 

A collection was taken up for the purpose of 
paying off the church debt. The parish owes a 
few thousand dollars which is being rapidly 
reduced, and the contributions yesterday 
morning materially lessened the church’s 
liabilities. 

AT THE SECOND BAPTIST, 

Dr. McDonald preached to a large congroga- 
tion John, 3, 16. A good proportion of the con- 
gregation was composed of railroad men. He 
prefaced bis sermon by saying that in thinking 
about railroads he was surprised when he real- 
ized how little he knew of them. Ho had 
never built a railroad—had never owned one, 
in fact, he was glad when he had enough money 
to ride on one, He referred to the interstate 
commerce bill as something which he did not 
understand. Referring to the early history of 
railroads, he spoke of the argu ments used against 
their introduction. “But what interests me 
most,’ said the speaker, “‘is not the railroads, but 
the men who operate them. I honor railroad 
men as men.”’- Then followed one of the best 
gospel sermons to which it has ever been our 
pleasure to listen. The audiencs was bound 
in closest attention to the end. At the close of 
his sermon he referred to his frequent visits to 
the railroad shops herein thecity. He also atated 
that the Railroad Branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian asseciation is doing educational work 
for railroad employes. Oue of their needs isa 
mechanics’ library with bocks of referance on 
all linesof mechanical knowledgs Hoe asked 
that the foundation of that library be 
laid tonight. Cslling for subscriptions Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Browa pledged for ths West- 
ein and Atlanric railroad $109; then followed 
G. B. Adair, $5; Dr. McDonald, $5; Dr. Arms 
strong $5; A.D. Adair, $5; Mr. and Mrs. G. 
M. Brown, $10; J. H. Matthews, $10. A basket 
eoliection was teken, which brought the sum 
up to $158.45. This was a very generous con- 
iribution to the establishment of a mec2anics 
library. to be in charge of tho railroad branch 
of the Young Men’s Christian association. 

THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

Rev. F. C. McConnell, a theological student 
of Mercer university, preached at the morn- 
ing service sermon to a Isrge congregi- 
ticn Mr. McConnell is a finent spexsker, 
with an expansive range of thought, combined 
with fine powers of imagery, and he gives 
promise of a usefuland noted career: in the 
ministry. He preached a strong doctrinal ser- 
mon on the ‘Resurrection of the body,” from 
this text: “And the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible.’ The resurrection of the boiy, 
he said, can be es‘ablished by no law of science 
oranalogy, butrests simply on God’s word. 
Christ, while on earth, raised the dead in'their 
natural bodies, and was himself raised in his 
natural body and went back to his home in 
glory. It islike God’s great purpose to com- 
plete thespan of human existence, unfinished 
and rudely broken on earth. It gives joy to 
the Christian to feel that he shall in the body 


walk the golden streets of the ‘New Jerusa-— 


lem” and never grow weary. 

It takes froin the grave its horror, for wo 
know that Christ has been there and we dread 
not its gloom, It enables us to look forwari to 
a permanent reunion with friendsand kind ced, 
Let us remember there will be two roagarcec - 
tions, a resurrection’ to glory{and]a resurrection 
to eternal damnation, Which is for yon? 
Thank Godihere are faces before me this 
morning that shall beam on mo again in glory, 
The sermon was listened to with marked atton- 
tion, and the young minister made a vary 
fine impression on his large audience, Mr. 
McConnell preached at the night service and 
again delighted his audience with striking and 
original thoughts and impressive teaching of 
divine truth. 

HUNTER STREET CHRISTIAN CHORCH.

The 
Rev. T. M. Harris, p2ster, preached a most ex- 
cellent sermon on ‘Religious Conciousness.”’
